It  was  one  of  the  most  praise- 
worthy customs  of  our  forefathers,  that,  when 
blessed  with  riches,  they  applied  a part  of  them  to 
founding  pious  and  charitable  institutions.  When 
God  bestowed  upon  them  bountiful  superfluity  dur- 
ing their  lifetime,  by  their  last  testaments  they 
gratefully  returned  a share  of  it  to  God.  Their 
pious  hearts,  which  called  God  the  Father  of  All, 
were  open  to  the  love  of  their  poorer  fellow-creatures, 
and  when  the  time  came  the  needy  were  found 
numbered  among  their  heirs.”

The  Trustees  of  the  Hospital  for  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled 
bring  the  work  for  the  year  to  a close  with  a feeling  of  gratitude 
that  no  events  have  occurred  to  mar  the  even  and  successful 
pursuit  of  the  objects  of  this  Society  and  that  the  unfortunate 
subjects  of  our  care  have  received  for  another  twelve  months 
alleviation  of  their  troubles  by  devoted  and  successful  treatment. 

The  public  of  the  City  are  supporting  the  Hospital  in  increasing 
measure,  and  we  recognize  with  sincere  appreciation  the  many 
public  and  personal  favors  which  have  been  extended  to  us.  The 
location  of  the  Hospital  near  the  great  commercial  centers  of  the 
City  and  upon  the  principal  axis  of  transportation  on  Manhattan 
Island  has  brought  with  it  the  great  advantage  to  our  wards  of 
ease  of  access,  but  threatens  us  with  the  possibility  of  commercial 
encroachments  which  we  cannot  resist.  Under  these  circum- 
stances, the  Trustees  are  anxiously  regarding  the  future  of  the 
Hospital  with  a view  to  maintaining  a hospital  and  dispensary  in 
the  City  and  of  sustaifiing  an  increased  number  of  patients  suffer- 
ing from  chronic  trouble  or  whose  cases  require  a slower  treat- 
ment in  a country  hospital  within  the  limits  of  the  five-cent  zone, 
thus  enabling  young  children  to  benefit  by  the  fresh  air  of  the 
country  by  being  able  to  play  out  and  upon  the  ground,  and  at 
the  same  time  permitting  their  parents  and  friends  to  call  upon 
them  easily  and  without  expense. 
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We  add  a word  of  thanks  and  praise  to  the  staff  and  employes 
of  the  Hospital  who  have  contributed  by  their  loyal  support  to 
the  success  of  the  past  year. 

In  closing  we  must  say  that  the  funds  of  the  Hospital  are  in- 
sufficient to  meet  our  expenses;  that  due  to  the  increased  cost  of 
living  and  the  great  increase  in  the  amount  and  quality  of  our 
work,  we  must  meet  an  annual  deficit  which  must  be  borne  by 
the  contributions  of  friends  of  the  Hospital.  If  there  be  an  im- 
pression that  this  Hospital  is  not  in  need  of  public  support,  we 
trust  that  this  report  will  dissipate  the  idea,  and  that  the  public 
will  realize  by  examination  of  our  treasurer’s  report  that  we  are 
burdened  with  an  annual  deficit  of  nearly  $25,000.00.

Gentlemen  : In  presenting  this,  the  Forty-sixth  Annual  Report 
of  the  Hospital,  I have  again  the  pleasure  of  expressing  the 
satisfaction  of  laboring  in  so  worthy  a cause — that  of  affording 
substantial  relief  to  12,928  patients  in  one  year  suffering  from 
deformities  and  other  disabling  conditions  that  appeal  to  your 
sympathy.  You  need  not  be  told  from  year  to  year  how  beneficent 
your  charity  is,  or  how  much  your  labor  of  love  is  appreciated. 
Yet  it  is  my  privilege  to  furnish  you  with  the  details  of  the  work 
in  the  accompanying  report,  and  to  keep  the  people  of  this  com- 
munity posted  in  the  work  done  for  the  afflicted  poor  by  the 
New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled. 

Similar  institutions  are  organizing  from  time  to  time,  yet  there 
seems  no  abatement  in  our  own  work.  The  Hospital  wards  and 
the  Out-patient  Rooms  are  filled,  but  during  the  greater  part  of 
the  year  we  can  make  room  for  as  many  as  need  hospital  care. 
The  country  homes  open  earlier  and  are  later  in  closing.  It  is 
only  during  the  Winter  months  that  the  waiting  list  grows.  It 
is  rarely  too  cold  for  our  roof  garden,  and  the  majority  of  our 
patients  have  the  benefit  of  an  outing  nearly  every  day  in  the 
year. 

Somehow  the  tuberculous  diseases  are  not  so  virulent  as  they 
were  before  the  gospel  of  out-door  life  began  to  be  spread  broad- 
cast. Our  friends  who  interest  themselves  in  Summer  work 
contribute  not  a little  to  the  work  in  which  we  are  engaged,  and 
I am  again,  as  in  many  years  gone  by,  permitted  to  speak  in 
praise  of  the  following: 

1.  The  Robin’s  Nest  at  Tarry  town.  2.  The  Bobolinks  at 
Sharon.  3.  The  Country  Home  for  Convalescent  Babies  at  Sea 
Cliff,  Long  Island.  4.  The  Haxtum  Cottage  at  Bath  Beach, 
maintained  by  the  Children’s  Aid  Society.  5.  The  Seaside  Hospi- 
tal at  New  Dorp,  Staten  Island,  under  St.  John’s  Guild.  6.  The 
Campbell  Cottage  at  White  Plains.  7.  The  Crippled  Children’s 
Driving  Fund  Association.  The  tables  appended  give  one  a very 
clear  idea  of  the  service  rendered  the  community,  and  will  furnish 
interesting  data  to  those  interested  in  hospital  charity. 
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The  People’s  University  Extension  Society  of  New  York  have 
kindly  furnished,  at  their  expense,  a teacher  in  manual  training, 
which  has  proven  a very  helpful  addition  to  our  regular  school 
course. 

There  has  been  no  epidemic  interfering  with  the  school,  and  the 
reports  from  the  examiners  compare  favorably  with  those  of  the 
Public  Schools. 

The  death  of  that  distinguished  member  of  the  Surgical  Staff, 
Dr.  William  T.  Bull,  was  felt  as  an  irreparable  loss  to  the  cause. 
The  minute  made  at  your  meeting  in  March  was  a testimonial 
that  is  meted  out  to  few  members  of  our  profession.  The  Hernia 
Department,  over  which  he  presided  with  signal  success,  continues 
to  roll  up  a record  of  cures  that  command  the  respect  of  the 
scientific  world. 

During  the  past  year  283  operations  were  performed  for  the 
various  types  of  hernia. 

Of  these  201  were  for  inguinal  hernia  in  the  male;  50  for  inguinal 
hernia  in  the  female;  13  for  femoral  hernia  in  the  female;  one  in 
the  male;  12  for  umbilical  hernia  in  the  female,  and  6 for  ventral 
hernia  in  the  female.  But  one  relapse  has  been  observed  in  the 
entire  number. 

This  is  the  largest  number  of  hernia*  operations  that  have  been 
performed  in  one  year  at  the  Hospital  for  Ruptured  and  Crippled. 

5,081  cases  were  treated  in  the  Out-Patient  Department. 

It  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fine 
character  of  work  done  by  the  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff  of  the 
Hospital,  and  to  remind  you  that  valued  contributions  from  the 
wards  and  the  Out-patient  Department  still  continue  to  adorn 
current  medical  literature. 

An  epidemic  of  poliomyelitis  (infantile  paralysis),  similar  to 
that  of  1907,  appeared  in  East  New  York  during  the  Summer  of  the 
present  year,  and  additional  demands  are  made  on  our  workshop 
for  protecting  apparatus. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  efficient  co-operation  of  the 
Superintendent,  the  Matron  and  Directress  of  Nurses,  the  Regis- 
trar, the  Teachers  and  Nurses,  as  well  as  the  members  of  the 
House  Staff,  all  of  whom  deserve  your  commendation.

The  undersigned  being  each  and  every  one  of  them  of  full  age,  and 
citizens  of  the  State  of  New  York,  desiring  to  associate  themselves  for  the 
benevolent  and  charitable  object  hereinafter  expressed,  that  they  may  be-

CHAPTER  638— AN  ACT 

Authorizing  the  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and 

Crippled  to  hold  Real  and  Personal  Estate.  Passed  April  23,  1867. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  the  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and 
Crippled  are  hereby  authorized  to  take  by  purchase,  devise  or  otherwise, 
and  to  hold,  transfer,  and  convey,  for  the  purposes  of  this  incorporation, 
and  for  no  other  purpose,  real  property  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  in  value,  and  personal 
property  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars  in  value,  provided  that  any  such  devise  shall  be  subject 
to  existing  laws  in  relation  to  wills. 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

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CHAPTER  528— AN  ACT 

To  amend  section  one  of  chapter  thirty-seven  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  seventy-seven,  entitled  ‘ An  Act  to  amend  section  one  of 
chapter  six  hundred  and  thirty-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-seven,  entitled  ‘‘An  Act  authorizing  the  New  York  Society  for 
the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled  to  hold  Real  and  Personal 
Estate.'  ’ Passed  June  2,  1886;  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  Section  one  of  chapter  thirty-seven  of  the  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy-seven,  entitled  “An  Act  to  amend  section  one  of 
chapter  six  hundred  and  thirty-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-seven,  entitled  "An  Act  authorizing  the  New  York  Society  for  the 
Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled  to  hold  Real  and  Personal  Estate,’  ” is 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows  : 

§ 1.  The  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled 
is  hereby  authorized  to  take  by  purchase,  gift,  bequest,  devise,  or  other- 
wise, and  to  hold,  transfer,  and  convey  for  the  purpose  of  this  corporation, 
and  for  no  other  purpose,  real  property  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the 
sum  of  one  million  dollars  in  value,  and  personal  property  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  one  million  dollars  in  value,  provided  that  such  bequest 
and  devise  shall  be  subject  to  the  existing  laws  in  relation  to  wills  ; and 
provided  further  that  no  salary,  fees,  or  compensation  shall  be  paid  to  or 
received  by  any  Trustee  or  Officer  of  said  Society  out  of  any  funds  or 
property  of  the  Society. 

§ 2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CONSTITUTION  AND 
BY-LAWS. 


4s  Revised  February  18,  1864  ; Amended  June  9,  1868,  October  9,  1869,  and 

April  25,  1876. 


Objects  of  the  Society. 

The  objects  of  the  Society  are  to  apply  skillfully  constructed  surgico- 
mechanical  appliances,  for  the  treatment  of  in-  and  out-door  patients,  and 
those  requiring  trusses,  spring  supports,  bandages,  laced  stockings,  and 
apparatus  for  the  cure  of  cripples,  both  adults  and  children,  on  such  con- 
ditions as  will  make  their  benefits  available,  so  far  as  is  possible,  to  the 
poorest  in  the  city  free  of  charge. 
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Contributors  to  the  Support  of  the  Institution. 

Each  annual  contributor  of  five  dollars  and  upward  shall  be  entitled  to 
recommend  out-door  patients. 

Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  and  upward,  at  one  time,  shall  have 
for  life  the  privilege  of  an  annual  contributor. 

Each  contributor  of  five  hundred  dollars  and  upward,  at  one  time,  shall 
be  denominated  a Patron  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to  the  privileges 
of  the  foregoing  contributors. 

Free  Beds. 

1.  A donation  of  three  thousand  dollars  shall  entitle  the  donor,  during 
life,  to  place  a child  in  the  Hospital  for  treatment ; and  when  such  child 
is  removed  to  place  another  in  its  stead. 

2.  A donation  or  bequest  of  five  thousand  dollars  shall  entitle  the  giver 
(as  soon  as  the  money  is  received)  to  the  above  rights  in  perpetuity  ; the 
rights  to  be  transmitted  in  writing  or  by  will,  otherwise  to  cease. 

3.  The  payment  of  one  hundred  dollars  entitles  the  contributor  to  the 
treatment  of  an  indigent  patient  in  the  Hospital  for  one  year,  or  of  such 
a patient  for  every  hundred  dollars  paid  to  the  Institution. 

Rules  Governing  Patients. 

1.  The  office  hours  for  the  treatment  of  non-resident  patients  shall  be 
from  1 to  3 o’clock  P.  M.  daily,  Sundays  and  public  holidays  excepted. 

2.  Non-resident  patients  neglecting  to  present  themselves  at  the 
Hospital  for  inspection,  as  directed  by  the  Surgeon -in  Chief  or  his  Assist- 
ants. may  be  deprived  of  the  privilege  of  further  free  treatment  at  the 
Hospital. 

3.  No  person  shall  be  received  as  a resident  patient  whose  case  does  not 
require  the  particular  benefits  of  this  Hospital ; nor  shall  any  who  have 
the  small-pox  or  measles,  or  any  malignant,  infectious  or  contagious 
disease,  be  received  into  any  ward  with  other  patients.  In  all  cases,  be- 
fore reception  of  a patient,  careful  examination  shall  be  made  to  determine 
whether  the  symptoms  are  capable  of  being  relieved  by  Hospital  treatment. 

4.  Persons  are  to  be  received  upon  such  conditions  and  terms  as  may 
be  agreed  upon  by  the  Executive  Committee,  who  shall  determine  the 
same,  as  far  as  may  be  expedient,  by  general  rules. 

5.  No  officer  or  servant  of  this  Institution  shall  accept  any  gift  from  a 
patient,  except  by  consent  of  the  Visiting  Committee. 

6.  If  any  patient  shall  not  conform  to  the  By-Laws  and  Regulations  of 
the  Hospital,  or  shall  behave  rudely  or  indecently,  such  patient  may  be 
immediately  discharged  by  the  Surgeon-in  Chief,  who  shall  forthwith  re- 
port such  discharge,  and  the  cause  thereof,  to  the  Visiting  Committee. 

7.  Resident  patients  seized  by  a contagious  or  infectious  disease  will  be 
forthwith  removed  by  the  Board  of  Health,  and  notice  given  at  the  same 
time  to  the  family  or  friends  of  the  patient. 

8.  No  resident  patient  shall  leave  the  Hospital  premises  without  the 
permission  of  the  Superintendent ; nor  shall  a resident  patient  be  re- 
moved or  discharged  therefrom  without  a written  permit  or  discharge 
from  the  Surgeon-in-Chief,  or  House  Surgeon. 

9.  No  article  of  any  description  belonging  to  a patient  shall  be  removed 
from  the  Hospital  without  permission  of  the  Superintendent ; and  all 
articles  brought  to  the  Hospital  for  the  use  of  patients,  as  donations,  or 
otherwise,  must  be  given  in  the  first  place  to  the  Superintendent  for  ex- 
amination and  record.

RULES. — The  Hospital  will  be  open  every  week-day  for  the  treat- 
ment of  out-patients  from  1 to  3 P.  M.  Applicants  for  admission  of 
in-patients  will  be  received  every  day  (Sundays  and  legal  holidays 
excepted)  from  1 to  3 P.  M.  Day  for  parents  and  friends  to  visit  in- 
patients, Saturday  from  2 to  4 P.  M.  Other  days,  visitors  to  the  Hospital 
admitted  between  2 and  4.30  P.  M. 

The  Society  will  furnish  medical  treatment  and  bandages  for  every 
curable  variety  of  deformity,  viz  : spinal  diseases  tending  to  hump-back, 
hip  disease,  white  swellings,  and  all  deformities  resulting  from  paralysis 
and  rickets.  Also,  trusses  for  adults  and  infants,  supporters  for  women, 
laced  stockings  for  enlarged  veins  and  ulcerated  limbs,  and  every  variety 
of  bandages  for  this  class  of  sufferers.  The  charity  is  confined  to  New 
York  City,  and  patients  without  the  limits  will  be  required  to  pay  board 
and  washing.  Curable  children,  aged  from  4 to  14,  will  be  received  into 
the  hospital  for  treatment  after  an  examination  in  out-patient  depart- 
ment, corner  43d  Street. 

CONDITIONS. — 1.  To  the  poor,  unable  to  pay,  gratis;  to  others 
a charge  will  be  made  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  apparatus  needed. 

2.  — Those  living  without  the  limits  of  New  York  City  who  require 
treatment  in  hospital  will  be  required  to  pay  for  be  ard  and  apparatus  if 
required. 

3.  — The  hours  for  examination  are  from  1 to  3 P.  M.,  and  it  is  urgently 
requested  that  physicians  and  patrons  who  recommend  patients  will  send 
them  between  these  hours. 

NOTE. — The  Society  is  mainly  dependent  for  support  on  its  receipts 
and  the  contribution  of  the  benevolent.
